Governor Young 


Governor C. C. Young's business- 


like management of the state gov- 
ernment during the past four years, 
and his twenty-year service to the 
church and dry forces of the state, 
are two outsanding endorsements 
for his re-election in the present 
campaign, Rev. Frank B. Cowgill, 
former Covina Methodist

pastor and prominent member of 
the Southern California Conference 
and author, said in a statement com- 
paring the qualifications of District 
Attorney Buron Fitts and Governor 
Young. 


Rev. Cowgill, after thoro investi- 


gation, found the "orgy of spending" 
cry echoing in the Fitts' camp, a 
myth. "The governor's analysis of 
state expenditures during his ad- 
ministration," the minister stated, 
"and his citation of legislative en- 
actment 
and•-.; constituHpnal. -provi- 


education and highway improve- 
ment, account for $113,000,000 of the 
increase about which complaint is 
made. Then to these are added other 
expenses entirely beyond the gov- 
ernor's control, it is evident that 
there has not been at Sacramento 
any such 'orgy of spending,' as 
charged by Mr. Fitts. 


"Mr. Young has also kept faith, 


both in private and public life, with 
the churches and dry forces, which 
has conclusively proven to the vot- 
ers of California that the planks of 
his campaign do not warp and pull 
loose immediately after assuming 
the responsibility of office.

Bringing in an informal petition 


representing approximately fifty per 
cent of the landowners along Citrus 
avenue, where the proposed new

the jury decided that both drivers of 
the vehicles were at fault for not 
having exercized more precaution 
in approaching the blind intersection 
at that point, with the burden of 
the 
blame resting on Dale H. 


Satterthwaite of 155 San Dimas ave- 
nue, the driver of the childrens' bus, 
because of the added responsibility 
which he should have felt with his 
twenty-passenger load of small chil- 


However, according to testimony 


offered under oath by both parties 
concerned, neither of the vehicles 
was traveling much faster 
than 


twenty miles per hour at the ap- 
proach of the crossing. A large tree 
on the corner, which obstructed the 
view of both drivers, was an in- 
direct cause of the accident, the re- 
moval of which was suggested for 
the safety of future travel along 
those routes. It was pointed' out 
that several accidents have occurred 
there because of the blocked view 
from all approaches. Neither of the 
roads controlled the right-of-way, 
nor were there any stop signs at 
their approach, but Glendora ave- 
nue is considered more widely used.

H.E. Craggs Dies 


of Heart Failure 


in Baldwin Park 


A second death due to heart fail- 


ure in the last two weeks was re- 
ported from Baldwin Park Tuesday, 
August 19, when the body of H. E. 
Craggs, Baldwin Park merchant at 
825 North Maine street, was found 
at 7:45 in the morning. 


Craggs had recently hot out the 


business of William Oschman on 
Maine street, and had moved into 
an adjoining room of the store July 
22. The Log Cabin bread man, mak- 
ing his regular route early Tuesday, 
found the door of the store locked, 
but saw Craggs lying in the rear as 
if he were asleep. Because of the 
fact that part of his body was hid- 


I den by an opened door leading to 
| the adjoining room, the bread man 
reported the matter to a neighboring 
merchant, George Donovan, just 
south of the Craggs building. They 
called the former owner of the store, 
William Oschman, all three of them 
investigating the case by entering 
the store.

Craggs was found to be dead, altho 


by no violent means. Dr. H. C. Bar- 
ron pronounced it death due to heart 
failure after examination, adding 
that he must have expired near 7:3( 
the same morning, just a few min- 
utes before the finding of the body 
J. M. Pearson of Covina, notified o: 
the affair, called the homicide squad 
and Coroner Nance's office, author- 
izing the removal .of the body to 
the Baldwin Park funeral home. 
After an autopsy was performed, re- 
latives ordered San Bernardino un- 
dertakers to come for the body.

Waldo Waterman 
Designer of New 


Safety Airplane 


Waldo D. Waterman, resident of 


Covina several years ago, at which 
time he was interested in perfection 
of an orange grove heating mill for 
protection from winter frost, has just 
recently completed two and one-half 
years of experimentation on a new 
type of "fool-proof" plane at\ the 
Metropolitan airport, where he is 
manager. The new model has passed 
several difficult tests in the air, ac- 
cording to reports, and may bring 
about some important changes in 
aviation safety. 


The ship, similar in appearance to 


other low-wing monoplanes, is dis- 
tinctive in the construction of its 
wings and landing gear. The wings 
are adjustable from the pilot's seat, 
hinged close to- the fuselage and 
operated by air-cylinder pistons by 
which they may be raised or lower- 
ed. 


The advantage, when the ship is 


aloft and the wings set at the angle 
desired according to speed of travel, 
is in the elimination of "air bumps," 
which are overcome much as shock 
absorbers on automobiles. This im- 
provement results in a steady line 
of flight which the bumps cannot 
alter. 


Then the wheels of the plane are 


rigidly attached to the wings and are 
of exceptionally wide tread. A huge 
skid, used as a brake, is located di- 


rectly, under the motor in the nose 
of the machine. This.brake is auto- 
matically lowered when the wings 
are tilted for landing, causing sud- 
den stopping. 


Cruising speed of the new ship 


is 110 miles an hour, with a top of 
138 miles. Landing speed can be 
reduced to as low as 45 miles an 
hour, due to the adjustable wing 
idea. 


Waterman has been in the avia- 


tion game most of his life. He was 
with the Wright brothers when they 
first began experimentation on air- 
planes, and has designed many 
models. One of his first gliders, in 
which he was riding, was wrecked 
when its tail caught on the side of 
a hill, the fall breaking both his legs 
many years ago. 


Waterman will be remembered in 


connection with the heating mill on 
Irven G. Reynolds' ranch on the 
corner of Covina boulevard and Vin- 
cent street, still standing where it 
was built. The idea of the mill was 
to create a moving current of air in 
the grove to keep fruit from freez- 
ing, but never was as great a success 
as had been planned. The mill has 
been patented, however, and with 
improvement might prove both prac- 
tical and valuable.

Baseball at night is proving two 


and three times more profitable than 
afternoon contests, it is stated by 
numerous 
club 
managers. 
Los 


Angeles almost quadrupled its" at- 
tendance by pastiming under the 
arcs. Indianapolis tripled its former 
receipts by playing at night; and 
Jersey City drew 10,000 against an 
average afternoon attendance 
of 


2000. 


Several 
eastern, major 
league! 


teams have tried night playing in 
exhibitions with minors and found 
it highly satisfactory. Critics had 
predicted that customers wouldn't 
be able to see all that was going on 
and that the game itsalf would be 
poorly played because of the arti- 
ficial light, but their opinions were 
entirely in error. 


It seems that along with a revo- 


lution hi the golfing field a new era 
is approaching in baseball—that of 
night playing to take the place of 
afternoon games. 


There are hundreds of additional 


fans to draw from in the evening 
after 
working hours. 
Afternoon 


playing has always been handi- 
capped because of the fact that 
ninety per cent of its enthusiasts are 
chained to desks when the game is 
being played. Now, with night base- 
ball going over with such a success 
in the minors, and some clubs in the 
majors practically dying from lack 
of patronage at the regular after- 
noon games, it is believed that the 
larger leagues 
may adopt nigh 


playing in the near future. They 
won't capitulate to night baseball 
this year, but possibly in 1931 or 
1932. 


Attendance at the local field has 


averaged between five and six hun- 
dred since the opening this season. 
Expenses are being covered thru 
collection taken at the games, altho 
the league has a number of plans in 
mind for the improvement of play, 
such as the addition of more screen 
fencing at the sides of the diamond, 
building of a permanent bleachers, 
and installation of more lighting 
equipment, all of which will re- 
quire continued contributions from 
the public.

sentative of the manufacturers, stat- 
ed that Covina should realize that 
it was getting an exceptionally low 
price and that in a year's tune the 
same project would undoubtedly run 
to $2 per front foot. 


With an income of four to five 


million dollars a year from citrus 
fruit alone, and a livlier trade than 
is found hi many other communi- 
ties hereabouts, there is no question 
but what an improvement such as 
the new lighting system would pay 
for itself hi increased returns. It 
would provide an inviting and mod- 
ern aspect to the business section 
that is really needed to attract at- 
tention and induce the spending of 
local money. 


By the time the formal petition 


against the present installation is 
presented to the council, it is plan- 
ned to have a written guarantee or 
contract from the manufacturers 
concerning the absolute minimum 
cost of the project, so that the coun- 
cil will be prepared to make some 
defense. 
Monday night's petition 


was somewhat ahead of schedule, 
but Evans stated that many of the 
owners had not been approached on 
the matter and believed the city 
should know of iheir opinion before 
more time and energy is spent. 


The White Spot service station 


corner was cited as an example of 
how a vacant lot was improved, 
making it a valuable asset to the 
community, mainly thru illumination 
and modern layout. To be impres- 
sive .a community must be well 
lighted and modern, it was believed. 


The new tax rate, decided upon 


at the same meeting of the council, 
is to be no more or less than last 
year, $1.65 on each $100 of the total 
assessed valuation of $2,191,450, a 
decrease from 1929 of $45,045. The 
rate is not being raised to make up 
for decreased income in compliance 
with statements made to taxpayers 
some time ago. On every $100 of 
assessed valuation, the general fund 
will get $1, as set by law; the library, 
19 cents; the municipal improvement 
fund, 14 cents; the 1920 park bond 
issue, nine cents (last year 13 cents); 
the 1922 park bond issue, one cent 
(last year five cents); the sewer 
bond interest and sinking fund, 10 
cents (last year 15 cents); water bond 
interest and sinking fund, 12 cents 
(same as last year); and the old fire 
hall bonds tax was removed (last 
year one cent). 


Covina's water department was 


quite successfully managed during 
the past year, council members com- 
mented, making a net profit of $12,- 
554.64. Many other cities of southern 
California have felt severe deprecia- 
tion in their property assessment 
and have not had water systems that 
paid expenses and made a profit as 
has Covina's. It is believed that the 
general depreciation of property 
over the country is due probably to 
requests by owners that assessors 
lower their estimates, thus lowering 
tax payments. Monrovia, for exam- 
ple, has had $20,000 of its general 
fund reduced thru depreciation. 


Ray W. Nichols of the Covina 


Business Men's association, in speak- 
ing before the council, told of plans 
for improvement of the appearance 
of Citrus avenue by getting mer- 
chants along that thorofare to estab- 
lish a regulation height of awnings 
and distance of signs from buildings. 
Two-thirds of the merchants are in 
favor,of the idea, Nichols stated, and 
the adoption of some such under- 
standing would improve the appear- 
ance of Citrus avenue to a great ex- 
tent. 


Another matter under discussion 


was the proposed ordinance which 
would call for laying of all gas mains 
with the paving of city streets. In 
several other communities there are 
laws to this effect, usually specifying 
that the added expense in laying 
mains will be a paying proposition. 
In some cases the subdivider of a 
tract paid a lump sum for the lay- 
ing of the mains; and later when 
the lots were built upon, the indi- 
vidual owners paid their share to 
the subdivider. 


Petitions from residents along Va- 


lencia and East College streets have 
not yet been received relative to 
whether or not they favor their 
streets being paved. These petitions 
should be made up as soon as pos- 
sible if property owners want them 
hard-surfaced along with the others 
in the proposed plan. And if prop- 
erty owners along Adams Park 
Drives present a necessary petition

which is for any reason before the 
courts, the appraiser should be se- 
lected from a competent group re- 
siding in the immediate vicinity of 
the property in question, Judge 
Dailey S. Stafford declares. Local 
appraisers know the value of prop- 
erty in their districts. The intent 
of the law governing appraisals is 
defeated when appraisers are ..ap- 
pointed from a professional metro- 
politan group to pass on valuations 
in all. parts of the county, he says. 


Judge Stafford also favors the in- 


sertion of all legal notices in news- 
papers of general circulation and 
known standing hi the localities 
where the property in question is 
located. He says that it defats the 
intent of the law when these notices 
are printed in a metropolitan law 
journal that is only read by lawyers. 


"Superior court judges should be 


given the right by law to designate 
the newspaper in which legal no- 
tices are to be published," he said 
yesterday. "Notices of intention to 
improve property, notices of fore- 
closure, sheriff's sales, court sum- 
mons, etc., should appear in the lo- 
cality most interested, not in a pub- 
lication never seen by the general 
public. If elected to the superior 
court I will bend every effort and 
influence to bring about apt 
by competent appraisers, ""W 
all legal notices printed where they 
will be an actual piece of informa- 
tion to the people most interested." 


Judge Stafford has been on the 


municipal bench since 1926, and is 
seeking position on the superior 
court, office No. 9, now occupied by 
J- Walter Hanby.
